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How much it will be for the Advantage and Eaſe of the Subject, fave a great expence 
of Money, and give a quick Diſpatch to Buſineſs, to have the Intended Regiſter to be

eſpecially in great Serrlementrs, &c. and in Fee Farm Rents, which very often lye in Three, Four, or more Coun- 
ties, then if the Conveyances mult be Regifred in each County, where every part of the Eſtate lyes, theſe 1n- 
conveniencies unavoidably will follow, there muſt be then as many Regiſrings, as there are Counties mentioned 
in ſuch Serrlements, &c. which will infinitely multiply the Charge, not only by a repeated Regifring thereof, but by 


Þ Lands, mentioned in Settlements, Parchaſes, Mortgages, &c. lye in ſeveral Counties, (which frequently happen) 


the Parties concerned, carrying, or ſeading the Deeds by Meſſengers, or otherwiſe, into the' ſeveral Counties, to be 


Regiſtred in each County. 


That the Repeated Charge of Regifrins (though the Lands lye in never ſo many Counties, and at never ſo great 
a diſtance) and the Charge of carrying, or ſending Writings by Meſſengers, or otherwiſe, (as aforeſaid) into the ſe- 
veral Counties, to be Regifred in each County, will be ſaved, and the pain and fear of Imbezeling, Damaging, or 
Loſing of Writings, by Tok ſending about, will be alſo avoided by one ſingle Regi/ring in one of the ſaid Courts 
at Weſtminſter. | 

All Fynes, Common Recovergs, Judgments, Recognizances in the nature of a Statute Staple, and other Recognizances, are 
remaining in ſome of the Courts at Weſtminſter. -And theref.re the faid Courts will be the more Proper Places for 
Regiſtring Memorials of Conveyances, &c. rather than in the feveral Counties, where every Eſtate and Parcel of the 
Land lyes : That all incumbrances, aftetting Land, may be found and leen at the ſame places, which will alſo be eaſy, 
and cheap for any perſon having occaſion to ſearch for incumbrances, | 


The Regiſtring of Conveyances, &c. in the ſeveral Counties where each-Eſtate Iyes, will be very delatory and trou- 
bleſume as well as chargeable, every body being obliged, before they can take any Conveyance or Mortgage, &c. to ſend 
about into the ſeveral Counties, to * ch it there be no Prior Settlement, or Conveyance, and every body hath nor 
a Friend or Correfpondent in ſuch +. unties ; but there is no conſiderable perſcn, but hath forme Friend, Agent, Corre- 
ſpondent, or Acquaintance here, who may make a ſpeedy ſearch, and direQly retu-n an Anſwer. 


And it is known alſo to be much more eaſy, certain, and expeditions, to have Returns of Letters of Buſineſs from 
London, than from any other part of the Kingdom ; nay, from any part of the ſame Count: that lyes at a diſtanc: by 
croſs Roads ; and after all ſuch Delays, and Charge of ſending into ſeveral Counties, at laſt there may b: occation 
to ſearch for Judgments, Statutes, and Recognizaxces here ; ſo that it the Regiſtring of the Memorial of Conveyances, 
&c. be made in the Courts of Weftminfter, any Perſon ſearching for Judements or Statutes in the Courts of We/tmin- 
ſter, may alſo ſearch the Regiſter for Conveyances, Fc, 


The greateſt Settlements, Morrgages, &c. are uſually made here, and ſo may preſently be Regsftred in any of the 
Courts of Weſtminſter at once, though the Lands lye never ſo far oft, or in never ſo many Counties, which wi!'] TIVe 
a quick diſpatch to Buſineſs of the greateſt Conſequence. 


The Courts of Weſftmixſtey are the chiefeſt Courts of the Kingdom, and the Officers there, are uſually Men of good 
Knowledge arid Ability, and are always near and under the Government of the Judges, even in the eye of Juſtice ; 
{o that upon the leaſt miſcarriage, they are immediately lyable to be turned our, or {ulpended their Offices, or 
other wife puniſhed, as the Caſe requires, and for that Reaſon a Regifer may be {ſuppoſed ro be better made and fairer 


kept by the Clerks, for inrollment of Decas in the ſeveral Courts at IWeft minſter, than in any other part cf the 
Kingdom, or Remote Places from Weſtminſter-Hall. 


Errors and Miſtakes happening in the Regiſtring of any Deed in the {aid Courts. may be more eaſy and better re- 
Aity'd by the Judges, than 11 the ſaid Regiſter be kept in the Country, as Fynes and Recoverys, wherein Millakes oftca 
happen, are reCtity*d by the {trict Examination and great Care of the judges. 


The Clerks for Tnrolling of Deeds in the ſeveral Courts of Weſtminſter, keeping the laid Regiſter, there needs no new Office 
or Officers to be made, whereas by making a Regiſter in every County ot the Kingdom, many new Offices and Officers mult 
be Created, which hath always been obſerved, and found inconvenient and chargeable to the People of this Kingdom, and the 
laid Clerksin the Courts of Weſtminſter for Inroliment of Deeds, I:ceping tic {aid Regiſter, recourſe mav as well be had ar their 
Offices, forthe Inroliment of any 'ol(] Deed, as for Regiflring of any new ior the Future at the ſametime. 
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
